Helt siden Tyskland angrep sin 
tidligere forbundsfelle Russland tid¬ 
lig paa sommeren, og Sovjetriket 
saaledes kom i kamp mot samme 
fiende som Europas demokratier har 
aa bekjempe, er det mange som har 
spurt over og over igjen: — Hvor 
staar nu Russland?

23rd. One student did not return, 
for the very good reason that he 
graduated last spring, and was or- 
dained at Outlook July 20th. We are 
glad to know that Rev. John Precht, 
the first-fruit of our Seminary vent- 
ure, is now serving in the North 
Battleford parish. But it seemed a 
little strange not to have hjpi with

Politisk sett har jo Sovjetriket 
staatt som en avgjort motstander av 
demokratiet helt fra begynnelsen av 
sin karriere som stat. Det har ikke 
lagt skjul paa at det var imot folke¬ 
styre i egentlig forstand. Makten 
skulde ikke ligge i alle borgeres hen¬ 
der uansett klasse, stand og stilling, 
men utelukkende i proletariets, — 
d.v.s. teoretisk: i den eiendomsløse 
arbeiderstands, praktisk: i dennes 
selbestaltede lederes hender. Alle 
andre skulde staa rettsløse. De var 
“folkefiender” som man med billighet 
kunde “likvidere” (d.v.s. myrde) om 
makthaverne fant det nødvendig. 

Religiøst sett har sovjetstyret helt 
fra først av tonet gudløshetens flagg. 
All religion var kapitalistisk paa- 
funn. Den fordummet folket og gjor¬ 
de dem uvillig innstillet overfor 
kommunismen. Derfor, bort med den! 
Taktikken overfor religionsbekjenne- 
re har ikke alltid vært helt den sam¬ 
me, men den fiendtlige innstilling har 
aldri endret sig. Forfølgelse har vært 
programmet hele tiden enten meto¬ 
den var direkte vold og mord, feng¬ 
sel og slaveri, eller den bestod i lov- 
knep og vedtekter som erklærte prak¬ 
tisk talt all religiøs virksomhet for 
aa være “kontra-revolusjonær akti¬ 
vitet.” Det verste vaaben mot de 
kristne har vært forbudet mot all 
kristelig undervisning av mindreaa- 
rige, mens antireligiøs propaganda 
har vært statsunderstøttet. 

Enn videre har Sovjet-Russland 
vist sig falsk og troløs i sitt interna¬ 
sjonale forhold, især i løpet av de to 
siste aar. Det undsaa sig ikke for 
aa inngaa en saakalt “vennskaps-

Pastor H. T. Egedahl valgtes til presi¬ 
dent, og pastor O. B. Ness sekretar. 

Det neste møte blev avholdt i Bawlf 
24 mars, 1913, hvor konstitutionen 
blev utarbeidet og antat. Den 9 
mars, 1914, blev møte avholdt i Be- 
thania menighet, Donalda, hvor pa¬ 
stor H. G. Fatland valgtes til for- 
mand, pastor J. R. Lavig, vice-for- 
mand, og hr. Hans Mosby sekretar. 

Paa møte i Holden 3 november, 
1914, blev pastor Fatland gjenvalt til 
formand og prof. I. T. Schmidt til 
sekretar. Et møte blev avholdt i 
Wetaskiwin 8 mars, 1915. Endelig 
paa møte avholdt i Camrose, 15 april, 
1916, forberedtes utkast til ny kon- 
stitution som blev forelagt ungdoms- 
stevnet i Skandia 8—-10 juli, 1916. 
Her blev da ungdomsforbundet re¬ 
organisert, og konstitutionen utar¬ 
beidet paa engelsk.

Attention is called to the article 
by Dr. J. R. Lavik, president of 
Luther Theological Seminary, Saska¬ 
toon, in which he makes known the 
establishment of a revolving student 
aid_ fund, the initial donations to 
which have come from the John An¬ 
derson Estate, Bardo, and from the 
late Mrs. J. J. Akre. 

This is cause for rejoicing! True, 
the amount thus far acquired will not 
permit any very generous loans to 
be made, but it does represent a be¬ 
ginning, and a happy one indeed. 

It becomes increasingly evident 
that the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of Canada must look to the seminary 
at Saskatoon for the Principal solu- 
tion of one of her most vexing prob¬ 
lems; namely, an adequate supply of 
pastors. And that being so, it follows 
that the church, our church in Ca¬ 
nada, also must take an increasing 
interest in the seminary if it is to be 
enabled to properly discharge this 
vital function. 

Such interest, to be of any practical 
usefulness, must necessarily express 
itself in concrete forms, and on this 
occasion we would like to take the 
opportunity to encourage further do¬ 
nations to the above mentioned fund. 
On the basis of personal experience 
rather than imagination we venture 
to suggest that in the case of a few 
young men at least the presence or 
absence of just such a fund may 
easily decide the question of whether 
or not to enter the seminary. 

Thus we are brought squarely be- 
fore an issue which we ought to bear 
in mind constantly. Surely, when the 
Lord lays His hand of approval on a 
young man — as He repeatedly does 
and creates in his heart a sincere 
desire to give the remainder of his 
life to full-time service in the church, 
that same church is not untouched 
by heavy responsibilities regarding 
the proper training and equipment 
of the God-chosen candidate. Here, 
too, it applies that if we sow sparing- 
ly, we shall also reap sparingly. 

Through a liberal student aid fund, 
as we see it, much might be done to 
remove financial obstacles and as¬ 
sociated worry and hesitation from 
the long and taxing educational path- 
way of many a consecrated youth 
whose subsequent devoted service 
well might prove an abiding blessing 
to passing generations. 


A Grave Editorial Error Affecting 
Camrose Lutheran College 


When publishing in the first Sep¬ 
tember issue the Working Committee 
Resolutions adopted at the District 
Convention, we thoughtlessly and 
carelessly failed to indicate that 
paragraph 5 c), relating to Our 
Schools, was tabled. In its place it 
was “Moved, seconded, and carried 
that the convention endorse the ap¬ 
peal from Camrose Lutheran College 
that its subsidy.be raised to six or 
seven thousand dollars to enable the 
accreditation for Junior College 
work.” 

Following Professor C. A. Ron- 
ning’s verbal report at the convention 
to the effect that Camrose Lutheran 
College in the year 1940-41 had the 
largest attendance in its history, it 
was “Moved, seconded, and carried 
that the matter of possible accred¬ 
itation for Camrose College be re- 
ferred to the Board of Education.” 

We are indeed sorry if we by our 
stated neglect already should have 
occasioned some damage to a vital 


cause. The minutes are clear enough, 
but the editor was not sufficiently 
attentive. 

We would like to avail ourselves 
of this new opportunity to further 
stress the all-important function of 
our Canadian schools. Much of what 
we say above in the preceding editor¬ 
ial with reference to the seminary 
obviously also applies to Camrose 
Lutheran College. Until the two in- 
stitutions are prepared to furnish an 
uninterrupted program of the many 
and essential courses which separate 
between a high school graduate and 
an ordained pastor, the ability of 
our church in Canada to produce and 
to keep her own pastors and teachers 
will remain uncertain. Now, thanks 
to God‘s blessing upon able leader- 
ship, we have the superstructure, 
the seminary, which already has given 
splendid account of itself. May the 
foundation likewise be a source of joy 
and blessing. More specifically, may 
we speedily see a strong, well- 
equipped, and fully accredited junior 
college department solidly entrenched 
at Camrose Lutheran College!

Og med haan 
og spott avbrøtt det diplomatisk for¬ 
bindelse med de europeiske demokra¬ 
tier som Tyskland hadde slaatt ned, 
ja sa like ut disse land (saaledes 
Norge) ikke lenger var berettiget til 
nasjonal eksistens. 

Har nu Russland endret stilling 
siden det kom i kamp med Tyskland ? 
Eller staar det hvor det har staatt 
i over tyve aar, som en antidemokra¬ 
tisk og religionsfiendtlig makt, sam- 
vittighetsløs og troløs i sin utenriks¬ 
politikk? 

Som svar paa det kan anføres at 
Russlands politiske ledelse ligger 
fremdeles i samme hender som før. 
Stalin staar ennu for styret. Intet 
har hendt som tyder paa at demo¬ 
krati, religionsfrihet og internasjonal 
æresfølelse er blitt antatt som den 
russiske stats prinsipper. Riktignok 
ser det ut til at en del lettelser er 
blitt innrømmet de religiøse grupper 
siden krigen brøt ut; Polen er blitt 
lovet aa faa de stjaalne landsdeler 
tilbake, og diplomatisk anerkjennelse 
ydes igjen de forurettede stater. Men 
Stalin har før sagt at en endring i 
taktikk overfor religionsbekjennere 
ikke forandrer regj eringens egentlige 
innstilling. Saa den russiske kom¬ 
munisme er og blir nok den samme 
som før. 

Er det saa forsvarlig aa samarbei¬ 
de med Russland? 

I den forbindelse bør det huskes 
at demokratienes nuværende samstil- 
ling med Russland er tilfeldig, og at 
tilfellet var Hitler selv. Likeledes at 
Russlands meget daarlige forhold 
gjennem de mange aar ikke gjør 
Nazi-Tyskland mindre farlig enn før. 
Det som det gjelder om nu som før 
for demokratiene er aa faa knust 
hitlerismen, og i den kamp kan nu 
Russland spille en rolle, tross sin mer 
en tvetydige innstilling. 

Det burde være klart at Russlands 
nederlag vilde gjøre Nazi-Tyskland 
meget sterkere enn før og samtidig 
saa meget farligere for demokratiet; 
derfor vilde det være daarlig bereg¬ 
ning for folkestyrets fremtid aa la 
Russland kjempe uten støtte. Videre 
vilde Russlands nederlag gjøre den 
militære stilling saa meget vanskeli¬ 
gere for de kjempende demokratier. 
Derimot vil den omstendighet at Rus¬ 
land enten vant eller i all fall maktet 
aa holde Tyskland stangen, ikke 
svekke vestmaktene. Det vilde der¬ 
for, fra det militære standpunkt sett, 
være uforstand ikke aa gjøre bruk av 
ufreden mellem Russland og Tysk¬ 
land som et ledd i kampen mot hit¬ 
lerismen. 

Men blir det ikke skjebnesvangert 
efter at nazismen er beseiret, aa ha 
Sovjet-Russland som alliert med krav 
paa sin del i opgjøret? Nektes kan 
det ikke at den omstendighet kan 
komme til aa volde vanskeligheter. 
Men saken blir enklere naar vi ser 
paa de to alternativer som stilles ver¬ 
dens demokratier. Om Tyskland blir 
seierherre baade over Russland og 
demokratiene, er folkestyrets sak 
tapt, og den kristne kirke vil stilles 
overfor en prøve meget haardere enn 
Russlands direkte religionsforfølgel- 
se. Om Russland vinner, blir det 
bare ved demokratienes hjelp, og det 


sier sig da selv at demokratiene som 
seierherrer vil bli istand til aa hamle 
op i efterkrigsdagene med Russland 
paa en hel annen og kraftigere maate 
enn om de laa knust under naziveldet. 
Saaledes finnes intet annet valg enn 
aa støtte Russland i den kamp som 
har hitlerismens undergang til maal. 

Kristne bør under alt dette huske 
at det er baade ørkesløst og uriktig 
aa hengi sig til drømmer om at den 
tid skal komme ved vaabenmakt da 
den kristne kirkes stilling skal gjøres 
helt sikker i denne verden. Uansett 
hvorledes krigens utvikling enn gaar, 
vil kirken i kommende dager ha sin 
kamp aa føre som før. Men samtidig 
bør nøkterne kristne ogsaa være med 
paa aa gjøre sitt til at vold og urett 
bekjempes, og at rettferdighet skjer 
fyldest saa vidt det er mulig i en syn¬ 
dig verden. Et realistisk syn paa 
verdenssituasjonen er ikke uforenlig 
med nøkternt kristensyn.

And in case 
some books are not returned, don’t be dis- 
couraged. Some souls might be saved. 

The Book Store at Outlook Bible School 
can provide you with these books. You 
may also order books for adults there. Hal- 
lesby’s Book on “Prayer”, and Gerberd- 
ing’s “Way of Salvation in the Lutheran 
Church” are suggestions of the Faith in 
Action movement. If you want others, 
your pastor may be able to help. His ad- 
vice should be better than that of the sect- 
arian book agents. — J. B. Stolee.

OBITUARY 

Mr. HALVOR HANSON 
(Hay Lakes) 

“Precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints”—Psalm 
116:15. 

Mr. Halvor Andreas Hanson was 
born in Helgeland, Norway, April 
3rd, 1870. There he was baptized, 
confirmed, and grew to manhood 
within the Lutheran church. On 
November 9th, 1901, he was mar- 
ried to Johannah Marie Sware in 
Tromsø, Norway. In 1903 the young 
couple immigrated to Alberta and 
Mr. Hanson filed on a homestead 
in the Hay Lakes district. Here 
they resided ever since. 

The Hansons are among the very 
earliest settlers in this community. 
Being a builder, Mr. Hanson was in- 
terested in building up the new sett¬ 
lement. He was also a good singer 
and given to much reading and writ- 
ing, he delighted in contributing to 
various Norwegian papers. 

He leaves his wife and seven child- 
ren: Othelie, Aslaug, Albert Theo- 
dore, Jennie, Hilda and Helene. Three 
girls died in infancy. Mr. Hanson 
had only one grand-child, Dean Han¬ 
son. He has a brother, Hendrik, liv¬ 
ing in Norway. 

Mr. Hanson’s health has been fad¬ 
ing for many years. He passed away 
Wednesday, Oct. lst. at 4:15 a.m. 

Mr. Hanson’s funeral took place 
in St. Joseph’s church Saturday after- 
noon. Many friends gathered. A 
quartet sang two appropriate num- 
bers, and Pastor Rude spoke of com- 
fort in Norwegian and English.

Thoughts on Christian Nurture 

(Excerpts from a paper given at the spring 
meeting of the Edmonton W.M.F. 
circuit meeting.) 


When speaking of Christian Nurture we 
mean the efforts put forth to develop the 
Christian life of the child and to establish 
Christian homes. The W.M.F. maintains 
a department of Christian nurture to help 
and encourage our women in this great and 
important task. 

Childhood is the time when lasting im- 
pressions are made. The life is still in the 
making. The hardening process has not 
yet begun. Therefore we mothers must 
set a good example in showing reverence 
for God, enthusiasm for the work of His 
church, faith in prayer. We should teach 
our children to pray and gather our family 
for daily devotions. 

Some children stubbornly refuse to go 
to Sunday School. If we mothers would 
explain in a nice way how they would ben- 
efit by going, I am sure we would be of 
great help both to the child and to the 
instructor. If there has been a conscien- 
tious and thorough training in childhood 
there is always something to come back to. 
There is always a leven that is working to 
draw such a one back. 

The impression of sin and worldliness is 
made upon the very souls of our children 
from the very beginning. The child is 
like a sponge as it soaks up and takes to 
himself what surrounds him in life. Every 
experience in his life has some effect upon 
him. Therefore encourage good reading, 
give thought to the type of music and pic- 
tures with which the child becomes fam- 
iliar in the home. Make definite efforts 
to acquaint him with worthwhile things. 
Watch his leisure hours, amusements, hob- 
bies, his playmates. Know the influence 
touching him outside the home, and guide 
him in making wise choices. 

A university graduate who had specialized 
in anthropology and afterwards completed 
a brilliant course in medicine, expressed his 
convictions thus: “I am more than ever 
convinced of the truth of the Catholic say- 
ing, ‘Give us a child until he is seven and 
afterwards you may do as you please with 
him.’ For the development of his whole 
life has been pretty well determined by 
heredity and by influence brought to bear 
upon it before that age.” Add to these 
years the period of later childhood and you 
have the period in which foundation, good 
or bad, is laid for later life. How import¬ 
ant it is then that in this period there should 
be inculcated the right attitude towards 
the knowledge of God and his salvation. 

So what in your wide range of interests 
can possibly equal the importance of wise- 
ly and prayerfully utilizing every opportun¬ 
ity to press forward the work of Christian 
Nurture? This takes on a real significance 
when we realize that in this way we are 
helping our beloved Church to carry out 
the commission of Jesus when He said, 
“Feed my lambs.”

Resolutions 

adopted at the 

ELEVENTH INTERNATIONAL 
CONVENTION 

of the Young People’s Luther League 

Billings, Montana, June 25-29, 1941. 

1. Recognizing 1941 as one of the dark- 
est years of all history and believing that 
youth have never faced a greater world 
crisis, we declare our firm conviction that 
young people who know the Lord Jesus 
Christ as Savior and Master today have 
never faced a more glorious opportunity or 
greater challenge to point men to Christ, 
the only Hope, Security and Victory for a 
chaotic, confused and hopeless world. Ne¬ 
ver have the fields been so white unto har¬ 
vest. Never has the call been so great for 
true soldiers of the Cross of Jesus Christ. 
As youth of our church, in loyalty to our 
country and in love to our God, we pledge 
our all to become real conquerors with 
Christ. 

2. We believe that in order to continue 
as a land of liberty and freedom, America 
above all needs young people who know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as Savior. We call upon 
American youth to let Christ be their Sa¬ 
vior and Master in a program of Bible- 
centered home building, dynamic church 
activity, and consecrated daily living. 

3. We believe the Pocket Testament 
League is a mighty force in America’s geat 
need of retuming to the Bible as the in- 
spired Word of God. Therefore we call 
upon all members of the Pocket Testament 
League to be faithful to their pledge and 
to take the lead in a Bible-centered pro¬ 
gram of evangelism to win American youth 
for Christ. 

4. We are convinced that prayer is a key 
to Christian progress. We call upon our 
youth to join in a real crusade of prayer 
for a national awakening, for a dynamic 
missionary program, and for all the work 
of our church. 

5. The greatest present menaces to the 
fundamental principles on which our Ame¬ 
rican freedom and liberty stand today are 


moral degradation and indifference to Christ 
and His Word. We call upon our Chris¬ 
tian youth to boldly take a stand for Christ 
and His righteousness. We ask them to 
courageously live and defend all principles 
of Christian decency, morality, and virtue,. 
combating everything that is evil, partic- 
ularly such specific wrongs as the liquor 
traffic, the modern dance, the lower type 
of movies, carelessly censored radio pro¬ 
grams, and the distribution of unwholesome 
literature. 

6. Hundreds of fellow Luther Leaguers 
are in National training camps. We ac- 
knowledge with gratitude what our govern¬ 
ment is doing in supporting the work of 
chaplains and in encouraging high moral 
standards, although we believe that more 
could be done to protect our boys in some 
instances. We are thankful for the pro¬ 
gram carried on through the National Luth¬ 
eran Council in caring for the spiritual 
needs of our boys. We pray God’s bless¬ 
ings on one who has been all his life a 
friend and counsellor of youth, Dr. N. M. 
Ylvisaker, in his responsibility of directing 
the Service Men’s Division' of the National 
Lutheran Council. 

(a) We are grateful for what local 
leagues have done for the boys in pre- 
senting them with service kits and other 
material when leaving for camp. 

(b) We urge all local leagues to keep 
in constant touch with their boys in train¬ 
ing by means of letters, cards, bulletins,. 
and other literature. 

(c) Likewise we call upon all our lea¬ 
guers in camps to be true soldiers of 
Christ and put forth every effort to win 
and hold fellow comrades for Christ. 

7. We pledge our loyalty to our beloved 
church and all its work. As a Young 
People’s Luther League we are anxious to 
join our entire Synod in the celebration of 
the Centennial in 1943. We hereby instruct 
our International Board to make all ar- 
rangements in full cooperation with our gen¬ 
eral church for appropriate celebration of 
this great event. 

We call upon the youth of our church to 
join in a crusade of thanksgiving for the 
rich heritage which is ours and to pledge 
our all to carry forward with greater zeal 
and enthusiasm the ideals and purposes of 
our church. We believe that no greater 
monument of honor can be erected for the 
sainted pioneers of the past than a con¬ 
secrated, zealous band, of Lutheran young 
people who have pledged their all to glor- 
ify Christ in a missionary program of soul 
winning. 

8. We believe the program of the Inter¬ 
national Y.P.L.L., “To hold and to win 
our young people for Christ,” needs the 
wholé-hearted support of our entire church. 
We call upon every local league to do its 
share in supporting also our “Youth for 
Christ” financial program. We call upon 
every circuit to make every effort to reach 
its goal. We call upon every loyal leaguer 
to make this a matter of prayer. Let us 
daily be banded together in praying as ne¬ 
ver before for all the activities of our young 
people’s work. No enemy can stop a group 
of consecrated Christian young people go¬ 
ing forward on their knees.
